Cuban Racing; 


Revised Statistics 


From Dr. Antonio Carrillo, Marianao, 


Cuba: 


In reference to the Cuban National Rac- 
ing Commission, I can state that the Com- 
mission is a dependence of the National 
Sporting Directory, a governmental of- 
fice created by decree to encourage sports 
in schools financed by the State. 


The first Director was a Major, later 
a Colonel in the Army, high in favor with 
the President, so he just moved in and 
controlled every sport he could lay hand 
on, and nobody had the stomach to refuse 
his advances. 

The saliva test, special conditions favor- 
ing Cuban breds so as to release them 
from the claiming clause until their 4th 
vear, schools for jockeys and racing of- 
ficials, and so forth, were introduced and 
the improvements were varied. 


As Mark Antony stated once, “the evil 
men do lives after them, the good is oft 
interred with their bones”; so let it be 
with the Army Colonel. 


A new President meant a new Director 
of Sports and thereby a new Racing Com- 
mission. The young civilian named was not 
precisely an Army officer, and his politi- 
cal relations with the President soon be- 
came less cordial, so in step with the times 
a miracle spouted forth: a new Union of 
Racing Officials so as to insure a life 
long job and merry one. The jockeys 
had their Guild and so had the horse- 
men. 


All fines had gone to the Racing Com- 
mission without benefit of clergy, but no 
protests were heard while the Colonel held 
the director’s job; and so, any mistakes 
of the chemist with the saliva were ac- 
cepted smilingly until the new director's 
influence was seen to wane. 

Then the grievances with the chemist 
and the use of fines payed by jockeys, 
trainers and owners for the purpose of 
reinforcing the budget of sports extran- 
cous to racing, gave courage to the masses, 
0 they took a stand against the Commis- 
sion, and the company that operates the 
track, feeling who was for the moment 
the stronger party, severed relations with 
the National Sporting Directory. 

So things stand. A new Director in high 
favor with the President has taken office 
and he is biding his time. If he cares to 
carry things to a head, the National Rac- 
ing Commission will, like the capital of 
Arizona, arise from its ashes. 

The race track now uses a chemist of 
of its own free will, with no obligations,

and the fines are less severe with the des- 
tination of the money billed for the bene- 
fit of racing folks. 

Happenings in the U. S. always reach 
here with the usual bid for rises in every- 
thing imaginable, though bonuses in our 
poorer economy have never reached great 
proportions. 

With more money through better prices 
for sugar, racing is slightly more prosper- 
ous and breeding, with sires like Boats- 
wain, This England, Cocked Hat, Knicker- 
bocker, Kahuna, Up the Creek, Khosh- 
bood et al, is having its heyday. 

Let us hope that in our little world rac- 
ing will carry on, with small fry like old 
Weigh Anchor, second to Roman in the 
Jerome Handicap of 1940, beating Tola 
Rose that day when Mioland lost his rider 
at the start, running with a $300 claiming 


tag against My Colin, a young 14-year-old 
son of James R. Keen’s unbeatable son 
of Commando and Pastorella. 

Quite a while ago, I read in an issue of 
THE Bioop Horsr:- 

“The American Racing Manual, encyc- 
lopedia of the Turf, its new issue is mark- 
ed by detailed revision of all statistical 
matter, making it the most authentic rec- 
ord on racing published anywhere.” 

I have always had a great love for the 
Turf and with nothing to keep me from it, 
in my spells of leisure I have looked over 
the 1905 to 1918 period when I lived in 
New York and followed the sport keenly. 

A number of minor errors in those prec- 
ious statistics were found by me, and I 
wrote the Triangle Publications Inc. stat- 
ing them briefly, but not a thing has been 
done about it. 

It is very possible that they hardly con- 
sider that a Latin-American can possibly 
know anything about such a scientific sub- 
ject as racing. So being a subscriber to 
THe Brioop-Horse, a follower of your 
“Pedigree Points” and jabs at the Jersey 
Act, I thought it possible you might take 
up the cudgels and remind the Racing 


Manual people that certain changes in 
their statistics could be made for the gen- 
eral benefit. 

My sources have been the old Goodwin 
Guides and the Racing Form itself. I 
imagine somebody in your office could 
go over the figures in a jiffy. 

I am sending my findings to you, hoping 
you may see it fit to help revise a few 
minor mistakes. 

The list of errors I found in the Ameri- 
can Racing Manual: 


Leaders of Age Divisions 

1906 2-year-olds—The Manual shows 
Electioneer as the leader with $53,701. 
My figures show Salvidere with $51,110. 
The difference hinges on the Futurity. I 
give it a value of $34,270; the Manual says 
$36,880. 

1905 2-year-old fillies—The Manual lists 
Tiptoe with $23,104. My figures show 
Perverse with $23,775. 

1918 Leading 5-year-old and upward. 
The Manual shows George Smith, a 5- 
year-old, with earnings of $18,550. My 
figure shows Roamer, a 7-year-old, with 
earnings of $21,950. 


Leading Steeplechasers 

1904, 1905 and 1906—The Manual 
shows Good and Plenty as having led 
those three years with earnings of $17,040, 
$11,570 and $14,475. My figures show Fox 
Hunter as having earned $17,995, in 1904, 
Hulas as having earned $24,245 in 1905 
and $20,980 in 1906. 

1907—The Manual lists Coligny with 
$13,495. My figures show Mr. McCann 
with $18,355. 

1908—The Manual lists Thistledale with 
$8,860. My figures show Simon Pure with 
$10,110. 

1915—The Manual lists Weldship with 
$6,110. My figures show Swish, with $6,- 
515. 

1917—The Manual lists Brooks, $11.- 
330. My figures show St. Charlcote with 
$11,085. Brooks’ record over the jumps 
was $10,480, and on the flat, $925. 


Other Errors 

1907—The Wakefield Handicap. The 
winner was Lillie Turner, not Little Turn- 
er. Runing Water won the Saratoga Cup 
with 121 pounds, not 113. Glorifier won 
the Metropolitan Handicap with 119 
pounds, not 110. Fallaheen, not Falla- 
keen, was third in the International Steep- 
lechase. 


1908—Half Sovereign carried 110 


‘pounds, not 108, to second place in the 


Manhattan Handicap. Rifleman, not Kifle- 
man, was third in the Excelsior Handicap. 
Time for the International Steeplechase 
was 3:59, not 3:50. 

1910—The New Rochelle Handicap was 
run and won that year by Grasmere. 

The filly Miss Fountain won at Oriental 
Park, February 9, 1930 at odds of 341 to 
1 as it appears in Longest Priced Winners, 
page 514, 1946 issue, but she does not 
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figure in Record Pari-Mutuel Odds, page 
521. She should be in eighth place. 


Off-Track Betting 
From Wallace Kelk, Vancouver, B. C.: 


In your editorial of June 21st you say 
“off-track betting IS an enemy.” I pre- 
sume you mean to say that off-track bet- 
ting is an enemy to racing generally in 
North America. 

In contrast, | beg leave to suggest that 
“off-track” betting is the greatest friend 
horse racing has or ever will have, pre: 
vided that is that it is legalized, organized 
and run upon proper lines. 

In England any man or woman of legal 
age can go to the telephone, the telegraph 
office or use the mails for the purpose of 
placing a bet. The same goes for Eire. 
In the United Kingdom on every race hun- 
dreds of pounds get back to the bookmak- 
ers on the track via what they call the 
“blower” system. 

In France a man in Paris can go to a 
government owned and operated betting 
kiosk and purchase a totalisator ticket on 
a horse running say, at Marseilles or 
Boulogne. 

In Australia and New Zealand the stay 
at home punter can make use of the gov- 
ernment betting shops. 

Here in British Columbia we have 70 
days of racing each year. Over in Seattle

in Washington State approximately the 
same ratio of racing prevails, and the 
same goes for most localities. 

You would have the good folks inter- 
ested in racing be good people and only 
bet at the tracks when the races are on, 
but religiously refrain from betting when 
the races are off in their localities. 


If this be your idea then, dear sir or 
sirs, you know little of the mentality of 
the race fans on this continent. Give them 
a set of entries and results, either via serv- 
ice or through the medium of the press, 
and they will bet and continue to bet, any 
laws notwithstanding. 

At the present time here in Vancouver 
we are in the throes of one of those re- 
form waves that periodically strike us in 
a more or less haphazard fashion. 

Again it is a case of Don Quixote tilting 
at windmills and off-track betting goes 
on and on, as it will go on so long as the 
freedom of the press permits the publica- 
tion of race entries and results. 

This being so why not take steps to- 
wards the legalization of off-track betting 
so that racing can be welded right into the 
national life, as it is in Europe and in the 
lands of the Southern Cross. 

What gets into the craw of reasonable 
men is the selfish, self-centered and un- 
sportsmanlike action of certain race and 
breeding organizations to completely sup- 
press off-track betting. 


As secretary of a breeders’ organiza. 
tion I clearly recognize that betting is the 
life blood of both breeding and racing, 
Take betting away and there will be no 
racing. Hence, no breeding and in betting 
“off-track” betting is something which 
must be taken into account.

Olympians and Junk Peddlers; 
Round the Horn to Monmouth Park 


New YorK 

The first official act of Maryland’s new 
chairman of the racing commission, Stu- 
art Janney. Jr.. was to revoke the license 
of the Marlboro half-miler. This is the 
most promising beginning of an official 
career since Dick Whittington bought his 
cat. 

There are three kinds of race track 
management, but since one of them exists 
only in New York, it does not come with- 
in Mr. Janney’s province. This is the 
type which means exceedingly well, but 
attempts to effect its reforms and im- 
provements by an effort of will. That The 
Jockey Club is godlike I readily admit, 
having seen the same calm and august 
visages in Greek sculpture, but it is not 
that godlike. Creation has been managed 
only once without engineers, and while 
this is no doubt a noble goal to strive for, 
it is a bit difficult for the customers in the 
meantime. 

Of the others, there is management 
which does not need to be prodded. and 
management which has to be kicked 
squarely in the teeth. The latter, in turn, 
has two sub-divisions. One is as mercenary 
as a junk peddler, and indeed there are 
other similarities. The other pays a slight 
scot to the conventions by keeping in the 
desk drawer a set of plans by which the 
plant is to be made into a second Ascot— 
next year. or when materials are available. 
or when all of the directors read A Christ- 
mas Carol simultaneously. Next year some- 
how does not get around, materials do not 
crawl onto the premises after dark, and 
the directors read nothing except the 
daily report from the American Totalisator 
Company. But the plans are always there 
to be offered as an excuse for doing noth- 
ing “right at this time.” 

News releases did not say whether Marl- 
boro had any plans to show. Classifica- 
tion is thus made difficult. 


More Demi Than Demoiselle 


Someone asked me if I had ever seen 
a worse field running for as much money. 
The Demoiselle candidates were on their 
way to the post. Surely I must have, but I 
cannot think when. There should, of 
course, be a qualification. Some of the 
Demoiselle starters may prove to be ex- 
cellent fillies; the point was that they had 
offered no proof up to the moment, none 
of them having raced enough to establish 
any line on their quality. 

Here was a race with a gross of more 
than $52.000, and not a starter that had 
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won more than an overnight race. Several 
of them were, and remained, maidens. 
Dusty Legs, the more spectacular half of 
the C. V. Whitney entry, had finished sec- 
ond in two stakes, and her credentials were 
as good as any in the field. That’s not 
much for a big race in mid-season. 

The winner, Ghost Run, was improving 
slightly on the Demoiselle performance of 
her full sister, Boojiana, which was sec- 
ond to Thread O’ Gold in 1943, the first 
year the race was run at Jamaica. Her 
time was not impressive, but it seems to 
me the Jamaica track is a second or so 
slower than usual this year. She took the 
track and shook off everything that came 
after her, including the favored Belles- 
oeur. 


The latter was favorite by default; she 
had run twice and won both races, but had 
beaten nothing of consequence. Dusty 
Legs, a flashy filly with four white stock- 
ings, uncorked a sudden burst in the 
stretch that got her fourth place. On the 
whole, though, I couldn’t give this field 
much. In the 2-year-old filly group, though 
I haven’t seen her since Churchill Downs, 
Calumet’s Bewitch is my first, second, and 
third choice. I think she could have won 
the Demoiselle and stopped at the various 
towers to pick up the films of the race. 


Sea Change 


When it was first announced that pat- 
rons of Monmouth Park would be able 
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to go from New York by boat, just as they 
had gone more than forty years ago to the 
old Monmouth, the thought here was, 
“Yes, and probably by the same boat, too,” 
But the venture was made last week, and 
it proved unexpectedly pleasant. 

The vessel at the time was an excur-. 
sion boat named the Sandy Hook, but it 
was understood that another, the Asbury 
Park, was to be put on this week. This, 
in itself, is an indication of how success- 
ful this method of transportation is be- 
coming. This tourist. going down in mid- 
week, found a crowd of about 450 aboard, 
and though there were enough horseplay- 
ers aboard to override a veto, there was 
a sprinkling of excursionists bound else- 
where. On the previous Saturday, I was 
informed, the Sandy Hook had carried 
about a thousand, and I should guess that 
even this number could go in comfort, 
The boat has-an attractive dining room, a 
bar. all sorts of sandwich and soft drink 
stands, and about the only missing facility 
is a window for buying daily double tickets 
in case of delay. 

The boat makes the trip from lower 
Manhattan to Atlantic Highlands. which 
is more or less in the middle of Sandy 
Hook. in an hour and a half. and then 
there are connecting busses to the track, 
requiring about twenty-five minutes. Hay- 
ing a slight antipathy toward busses, I 
thought this part of the trip would be 
murderous, but it isn’t. When the boat 
leaves New York, the number of passen- 
gers aboard is made known to the track, 
and arrangements are made to have a 
thoroughly adequate number of busses in 
readiness. As fast as the busses load they 
pull out, so there is no waiting. no crowd- 
ing, no standing up. The same thing is 
true after the races—the busses are lined 
up ready to leave in order with (1) those 
who left before the last race, (2) those 
who lost on the last race, and (3) those 
who had to wait and cash tickets after 
the last race. The trip ends at about nine 
o'clock, making a longish day, but not 
a very stenuous one. 

The only drawback is a species of music 
which issues from cunningly concealed 
outlets all over the boat, in accord with 
the prevalent feeling that people must 
never be left alone with their thoughts. 
Investigation disclosed the fact that a 
colored watchman was the Sandy Hook's 
concert master, and while he may be a 
good watchman, his musical taste runs to 
boogie-woogie. 

Apparently something like 20 per cent 
of Monmouth’s patronage is coming from, 
New York and vicinity. On June 28, which 
is the last date on which I have figures. 
the special trains and the boat brought 
in about 4,000 persons. Philadelphia has 
not been yielding much, probably because 
Delaware Park is much nearer. With the 
latter closing last Saturday, there will 
no doubt be additional patronage from 
that locality. 
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The Yearling Sales: Miscellaneous Notes 


By the end of last week prospective 
buyers were thumbing three catalogues 
which in the course of the next six weeks 
will account for more than half of the 
Thoroughbred yearlings to be sold in 
North America this year. They were all 
fatter than last year. Adding the final 
hip numbers in each series, they totaled 
1.023 head. as against 756 actually sold 
in the corresponding auctions of 1946. 

Allowing for the withdrawal of about 
sixty head before sale time, there would be 
an increase of about 27 per cent in the 
numbers offered. The largest increase 
would be in California, whose roaring 
market has caused the catalogue almost to 
double last year’s sales. (Table on pageé 
156.) 

First of the series is the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association’s three 
days of auctions at Santa Anita Park, July 
14-16. These are California-bred yearlings, 
and thus subject to higher prices because 
of special opportunities provided for the 
encouragement of breeding in that State. 

Because of its earlier dates the Cali- 
fornia series will provide the first indica- 
tion of the state of the market. The in- 
terpretation of its results, however, may 
be complicated to some degree by the 
heavy increase in numbers. Brownie Leach. 
executive secretary of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company. which operates the Keeneland 
sales. is in California to observe the auc- 
tions there. 

The Keeneland catalogue has been out 
for some weeks. The preliminary cata- 
logue from Saratoga was being distributed 
latt week. The largest catalogue issued 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company since the 
defection of its principal consignors to the 
Breeders’ Sales Company in 1944, it in- 
cludes offering from Virginia, Maryland, 
New Jersey, New York, and Kentucky. 


May Reward, a Reaping Reward—Bona 
Via yearling consigned by Cave Spring 
Farm to the 1946 Keeneland Summer 
Sales. won his third victory of the year 
in Arlington Park’s  six-furlong Primer 
Stakes on July 2. Bought by Norman W. 
Church for $10,000. he had earned $25.- 
025 through early July. 


D. Ray Cassell. sunbrowned veteran of 
all kinds of horsemanship except circus, 
celebrated the Fourth by falling off a 
huge load of baled hay. cracking his head 
on the wagon-tongue. getting part of the 
load to fall on top of him. He rolled out 
between the legs of one of the horses, came 
up holding one line. Next day he was in 
town, creaking only a little.

Royce G. Mar- 
tin’s Woodvale Farm has consigned his 
full brother to the forthcoming sales. 


Dr. Eslie Asbury’s Forest Retreat Farm 
at Carlisle. Ky., never sends a large con- 
signment to the summer sales, but in 
recent years has begun to make its a prac- 
tice to collect some of the year’s highest 
prices. In 1944 Dr. Asbury sold Revoked 
for $41.000, took him back when the pur- 
chaser objected, and won $75,425 with him 
before an injury stopped him. In 1946 he 


topped the market by selling Speculation 
to Norman W. Church for $65,000. This 
year, with a consignment of five colts and 
a good-looking Whirlaway filly, he will 
again be among the highest prices, in all 
probability. 

Like Speculation, his presumptive leader 
this year is a colt by *Blenheim 2nd, the 
dam being the good mare Evening Shadow. 
This youngster is good-sized, of medium 
build (that is, not heavily made), not over- 
poweringly handsome, but lithe and true 
like a good athelete. 

Handsomest of the lot is a strong, wide- 
bodied, true-made, low and stocky, beauti- 
fully finished colt by War Admiral—Bird 
of Blue. A Blue Larkspur colt out of the 
good mare Bell Song is much like his 
mare. 

Promotion of the sales yearlings from 
Mrs. John Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud is 
being handled largely by older horses bred

At 8:12 a.m. July 7, a Pan Amer- 
ican World Airways cargo clipper 
named “Lightning” sat down at La 
Guardia Field. 

From the plane were led three 
horses. Two of them were scheduled 
to be the only foreign entries when 
the field gets under way in the $100.- 
000 Empire City International Gold 
Cup July 19. 

One of the horses was the big 
and powerful Endeavour, owned by 
Argentine rancher Jorge de Atucha. 
Endeavour boarded the four-engined 
plane in Buenos Aires on the morn- 
ing of July 5, promptly opened a 
display of delayed independence by 
doing his best to kick the plane 
to pieces. When that failed, he rear- 
ed in his stall, hit his head against 
the side of the ship and skinned 
a stretch over his left eye, then 
decided to behave himself. 

Also boarding the plane at Buenos 
Aires was Tlemente, which will 
serve as a work horse for Endeavour 
and later do some racing on his own 
in this country. 

At the plane’s second northbound 
stop. Santa Cruz, in Brazil, Ensueno, 
bred by Atucha and now the proper- 
ty of Nelson Seabra. Brazilian in- 


dustrialist, came aboard. Ensueno

was “the horse of the year” in the 
Argentine in 1946, and Seabra re- 
portedly paid $50,000 for him. 

Once aboard, Ensueno was a good 
actor, but it took an hour to coax 
him aboard. Shadows thrown by the 
spotlight at the top of a hanger, and 
by automobile headlights worried 
him. Finally the lights were turned 
off and Ensueno calmly walked up 
the ramp. 

After leaving Santa Cruz, other 
stops on the way to La Guardia 
were at Belem in Brazil, Port of 
Spain in Trinidad, and at Miami. 

Accompanying the horses were Dr. 
Jose Campos Mora, a veterinarian 
in charge of Ensueno; Alfonso Luis 
Salvati, who trains Endeavour; Juan 
Pedro Artigas, rated a champion 
jockey of the Argentine, who will 
ride Endeavour in the Gold Cup; 
Rafael Gomez and Zacarias Cristal- 
do, two stable boys for Endeavour, 
and Jose de Souza Menezes, a stable 
boy for Ensueno. Ensueno’s jockey, 
Francisco Irigoyen, will fly to the 
United States about July 16. Dr. 
Mora, formerly veterinarian at Ar- 
gentina’s famed Haras Chapadmal- 
al, now with Mr. Seabra in Brazil, 
has been in the United States twice 
before in connection with his studies.

Two South American Champs 


And Two Crosses of Domino 


Among the foreign nominations to the 
Empire Gold Cup of July 19, Marcel Bous- 
sac’s Djelal has been declared out be- 
cause he is coughing, the Gaekwar of 
Baroda’s Sayajirao because his owner pre- 
fers to try for the St. Leger. and the same 
owner's Mighty Maharatta presumably be- 
cause there doesn’t seem much use. 

After these defections only two foreign 
entries remain, Ensueno from Brazil and 
Endeavour from Argentina, and at this 
writing they have just arrived by plane 
in New York. There is, of course, still 
a considerable hazard that one or both of 
these may fail actually to start in the race. 

But if Ensueno and Endeavour start 
in the Empire Gold Cup it will have 
glamor enough. On demonstrated class 
both of them appear superior to any of the 
European entries. It seems a little too 
much to expect either of them to pull out 
a race equivalent to their best in South 
America, but possibly they can, and if 
they do. the horses from Texas and Vir- 
ginia will have to keep traveling. 

Both Ensueno and Endeavour were bred 
at the Haras El Pelado of Jorge de Atucha 
in Argentina, and both are from the sec- 
ond crop of foals got by the English-bred 
British Empire. In the same crop was 
a horse which, as a 3-year-old, was vastly 
more distinguished than either of them. 
This was Estuardo, winner of the classic 
Polla de Potrillos and Gran Premio Jock- 
ey Club and other outstanding races. 

Senor Atucha, incidentally, names all 
the get of British Empire with words be- 
ginning in E. For the substantial son of 
Sweet Katie he picked the name Ensueno 
(that is, dream, illusion, or fantasy). 

British Empire, bred in England by the 
late Lord Glanely, is by the non-staying 
Colombo out of the Oaks winner Rose of 
England, six of whose eight foals are 
stakes winners, including the St. Leger 
winner Chulmleigh. British Empire ran 
in England at two, winning the Warwick- 
shire Breeders’ Foal Plate. the Chesham. 
July, and Lavant Stakes. 

At the end of the season he was rated 
second in 2-year-old Free Handicap at 132 
pounds, one pound below the leader. Tant 
Mieux. He made only one start at three 
and finished unplaced. so that his own 
rating as to stamina remained virtually 
untested. In that year, 1940, he was ex- 
ported to Argentina and began stud duty 
there. 

About the time his stock began racing 
the great Argentine sire Congreve died. 
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and British Empire has succeeded to his 
place as the most popular stallion in South 
America. His pictures show him to be a 
stylish and powerful horse, especially 
strong at the forearms, his head held high. 
and the note of alertness repeated in a 
stance which suggests a cat. 

Like most of the good horses raised in 
Argentina, Ensueno and Endeavour were 
sold at auction early in their 2-year-old 
years. Neither was among the highest- 
priced colts, Endeavour going for 9,000 


pesos (about $2,250) and Ensueno for 
11.000 (about $2,750). Endeavour was 


knocked down to an agent, who apparent- 
ly was acting for the consignor, since En- 
deavour still races for his breeder. Aver- 
age price for the sales at Palermo that 
year, 1944, was 8,263 pesos. 

The similarity between Endeavour and 
Ensueno was to continue still further. in 
that both of them were distinguishing 
themselves as speed horses while Estuardo 
was winning the distance classics, and

both later developed into outstanding dis- 
tance runners. Ensueno in 1946, Endea- 
vour in 1947, 


Adventurous Career 


Ensueno (pronounced en-SWAIN-yo) 
made his first start May 31, 1945, as a 2- 
year-old, and won this and one more race 
before he turned three in mid-year. He 
won 12 of his first 13 races, finished sec- 
ond in the other. His first ten starts and 
nine wins were at 1,000 meters (about five 


furlongs). By this time he was without 
question Argentina’s champion sprinter 
(with *Plover probably his nearest rival), 

Near the end of this series he was offer. 
ed for sale to the United States, in a cable. 
gram from Charley Lund, of Buenos Aires, 
to A. S. Hewitt. Mr. Hewitt, with reason. 
able circumspection, was doubtful of the 
advisability of importing a colt which was 
almost four years old and had never won 
at more than five furlongs. But this is the 
horse business, where anything can hap. 
pen. 

Ensueno on June 8, 1946 started in the 
1.600-meter Premio San Lorenzo, won by 
three lengths from the only other starter, 
Aden, and ran the distance. about 28 feet 
less than a mile, in 1:3545. On June 30 he 
came out for the 2.500-meter (about 12.43 
furlongs) Premio Vicente L. Casares, 
There were only two other starters, Chur- 
rinche and Quibu, both of the highest 
class. Ensueno won again by three lengths, 
and the time was reported as 2:3235, an 
Argentine record. 

Next day Ensueno was 2 4-year-old. and 
two weeks later he came ov for the 3.000- 
meter Premio Chacubuco and again won 
from Churriche and Quibu, without being 
pressed, 

A story from F. A. de Miranda Rosa, 
South American correspondent for Tue 
BLoop-Horse, dated July 6, 1946, stated 
that a North American owner had offered 
300,000 pesos (about $74,000) for En- 
sueno, but the offer was turned down, 
though no horse in South America had 
ever sold for so much money. 

A few days after the Chacabuco the 
Argentine Jockey Club issued state- 
ment that, as a result of the analysis of 
Ensueno’s saliva after that race, “it is re- 
solved to fine Trainer Alfonso Salvati 1,000 
pesos, as established for transgression of 
number 34 of the rules of racing.” 

This announcement and decision caused 
almost as much conversation in Argen- 
tina as the Tom Smith ephedrine case in 
the United States. 

Ensueno did not start again until Oc- 
tober 20, when he was beaten a length 
by Churrinche in the 3,500-meter Gran 
Premio de Honor, with Blizzard third. On 
November 3 Academico, top 3-year-old, 
and Blizzard beat him for the Gran Premio 
Carlos Pellegrini. 

About this time it was announced that 
he had been sold to Nelson Seabra, of 
Brazil. for about $50,000. 

In his first two starts in Brazil this 
year Ensueno appeared completely off 
form. In the five-furlong Major Suckow 
he was beaten by the sprinter Holkar and 
two good mares. In the Jose Carlos de 
Figueiredo, the principal mile race in that 
country, he finished last. 

But a few days before his departure for 
the United States Ensueno ran a race 
which suggested a return to his old form. 
On June 29 the Gavea race course offered 
the Grande Premio Presidente Gonzalez 
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Videla. at 2.400 meters (about 114 miles), 
honoring the Chilean president visiting in 
Rio de Janeiro. 

A field of 15, 3-year-olds and up, came 
out for the race, with the brilliant Goyo 
the favorite and Ensueno second choice. 
According to F. A. de Miranda Rosa (from 
whose notes the account of this race is 
taken). “the Argentine crack jumped off 
in front. made a terrific pace over the 
sticky ground, always pursued by Goyo. 
When they entered the stretch Goyo chal- 
lenged dangerously, but then faded back, 
apparently feeling the effects of the pace 
on his bad wind. Ensueno resisted well. 
and won in 2:30, which time is good for 
the track. Second, in a late rush, was the 
mare Maracanan, the best part of a length 
back of the winner and one and a half 
lengths in front of Goyo. The 3-year-old 
Heremon was fourth, a head back, with 
such good horses as Domino, Camaron, 
Miron. Cloro, and Typhoon behind. 

Ensueno is the second offspring of his 
dam (the first went to Peru). The gran- 
dam. imported from England, is a sister to 
Coronach and has had two good-class win- 
ners. Saltabanco and Boabdil. 


Endeavour, Current Leader 


The career of Endeavour has not been so 
full of incident as that of Ensueno, and 
it is only in recent months that he has 
attained distinction as Argentina’s best 
older horse. 

He began racing in July, 1945, and was 
thus a 3-vear-old when he made his first 
start. He tried three times before he won 
a maiden race November 1 at Palermo. 
After finishing second to Guapo in a 1,600- 
meter test at San Isidro (the other of Beu- 
nos Aires’ two noted tracks). he won two 
races at the same distance, the second of 
them being his first “clasico.” the Premio 
Rio Limay. 

His best race of the year, however, was 
his second to Zorro in the 2.500-meter 
Premio Miguel Alfredo Martinez de Hoz, 
in which he was narrowly beaten by Zorro, 
with Retintin, Bloque, and *Mon Prince 
behind him. He did not start again until 
the following July, and thus finished his 
d-year-old season with a record of eight 
starts, three wins, four times placed, and 
once out of the first three. 

In the latter part of 1946, a 4-year-old, 
he ran only four times, winning his first 
two starts, both at 1.600 meters. He then 
fnished third in the 1.600-meter Premio 
Palermo, the only clasico in which he ran 
that year. In this race he was beaten by 
Estuardo and Emperor. All three of the 
placed horses were by British Empire. 

Estuardo had become unsound in his 
wind, and thus his development reversed 
that of Endeavour and Ensueno. After 
having distinguished himself as a stayer. 
he had become a strong miler. 

Endeavour was unplaced in his one 
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other start of the year, that is, through 
the first half of his 4-year-old season. 

This year his first important victory, I 
believe. was in the Premio America, 1,600 
meters, in which he beat Punjab, Etwin, 
and Royal Tip on a heavy track at Paler- 
mo. He won by something like five lengths. 
That was in March. On April 20 at San 
Isidro he had an easy victory over Etwin. 
Arponero, and Cabure in the 2,000-meter 
(about 144 miles) Premio Otono. In May 
he won the General Belgrono, 2.200 meters 
in the fair time of 2:16, again beating 
moderate and sparse opposition. 

Of Endeavour’s two races in June, both 
at the Palermo course at Buenos Aires, 
Mr. Miranda Rosa reports: 

“In the first of these races, the one- 
mile Clasic Mexico, with a cup donated

by the Hipodromo de las Americas, of 
Mexico City, he led from the start, going 
very easily under restraint, and won by 
several lengths from the second, Royal Tip. 
while the only other runner. Rombo., finish- 
ed another three lengths back. Endea- 
vour’s time was 1:3715, under J. P. Ar- 
tigas’ expert riding. 

“On June 29. when Ensueno was win- 
ning at Rio, Endeavour easily won the 
important Premio Vicente L. Casares, at 
Palermo, over 2,500 meters (about 12% 
furlongs). for 3-year-olds and up, weight 
for age. Again he ran in front easily, win- 
ning by two lengths from his chief op- 
ponent the promising stayer Cabure, one 
year younger.” 

From this distance it appears doubtful 
whether Endeavour can be rated a horse 
of a comparable class with Argentina’s 
best of recent years. The cream of that 
country’s best horses has been sold off. to 
a greater degree than ever before, princi- 
pally to the United States and Brazil, and 
Endeavour’s leadership comes largely by 
default. Further, he appears to have won 
only one race at a greater distance than 
a mile and a quarter, the V. L. Casares. 


From Argentine sources I understand 
that he has been pin-fired twice, but just 
now he appears to be racing soundly. 


From the Mystify Family 


Pedigree-wise. the most interesting thing 
about Endeavour is the fact that, accord- 
ing to the General Stud Book, he is a 
cold-blood with a Kentucky-bred mare for 
his third dam. Wherever he goes in the 
United States he will be meeting high-class 
cold-blooded cousins. 

Mystify. which accounts for the bar 
finicky on the arms of Endeavour, was a 
chestnut mare foaled in 1906 at Castleton 
Stud, Lexington, and bred by James R. 
Keene. who in those years was having a 
phenomenal success. 


Castleton’s manager, Major Foxhall 
Daingerfield, had a notion that the best 
way to breed good horses was to inbreed 
very closely to Domino—no bad idea, as 
it turned out, though it seems to have been 
done at some sacrifice of immediate class 
and stamina. In several cases he bred 
sons of Domino to daughters of Domino, 
and though the results at the time seemed 
negligible, the pedigrees of later years in- 
dicated otherwise. 


Samples of this kind of mating are Ulti- 
mus, Hippodrome, and Mystify. A decade 
later Major Daingerfield’s daughter, Miss 
Elizabeth, was to go a step farther and 
breed Ultimus to a stakes-winning daugh- 
ter of Domino to produce High Time. 
Mystify and Hippodrome were both out of 
the same mare, the former by Disguise. 
and latter by Commando. (The best off- 
spring of Dominoes was Dominant, by 
Delhi, by Ben Brush.) Hippodrome is best 
known in modern pedigrees as the sire of 
the second dam of Bubbling Over. 


In 1908. when Mystify became a 2-year- 
old, the bouncer had American racing 
by the seat of the pants at the alley door. 
and a 2-year-old filly which couldn’t pull 
a plow wasn’t worth much. So Mystify, 
along with many others, got on a boat and 
headed for South America. 

In Argentina Mystify was a good pro- 
ducer, though by no means a great one, her 
best offspring being the good clasico win- 
ners Pert Maid and Paramount, both by 
Perrier, sire of the dam of Congreve. But 
she was bred at three, lived to be 25 years 
old, had her last foal at 22, and produced 
altogether 16 foals, half of them fillies. 


Four of her daughters had good _pro- 
ducing records, Penola, Pulkova, Parten- 
ope, and Pert Maid, all by Perrier. From 
these have come numerous stakes winners 
in Argentina, Chile, Uruguay, and Brazil, 
probably in other countries. In Chile two 
of the four best horses in the 1939 crop, 
Carnaval and Taltal, were out of grand- 
daughters of Mystify. (Tabulated female- 
line tables of the descendants of Mystify 
were published in THE BLoop-Horse of 
January 17, 1942, and November 6, 1943.) 
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STAKES AND HORSES 


Stymie Reaches 
The Summit 


During May and June. when Assault 
was winning four consecutive races and 
$152.475 and was fast gaining on Whirl- 
away. it seemed as if Stymie were no long- 
er a very lively candidate for the posi- 
tion as leading money winner. After win- 
ning the Metropolitan Handicap on May 
10. he earned only $16,500 in his next 
four starts, and seemed caught in Assault’s 
furrow. If Assault maintained his pace. 
Stymie would have difficulty overtaking 
him, perhaps never would reach the top. 

But since beating Stymie in the Brook- 
lyn Handicap on June 21 and setting a 
new world record ($576.670) for earnings. 
Assault has been absent from the races, 
perhaps being sharpened for the 1°¢-mile 
Empire Gold Cup on July 19, in which 
he and Stymie will be among the Amer- 
ican representatives. And in the mean- 
time. Stymie has been out in the sunlight. 
making—well. not hay. 

On June 28, with no Assault in his way. 
he galloped off with the Questionnaire 
Handicap and $18,225. This brought him 
to within $2.010 of Assault. 

Next important race at New York was 
the $50,000-added Empire City Stakes, but 
this was for 3-year-olds only. However. 
in these days anyone in need of a partic- 
ular race for a particular horse need only 
to scan a condition book from one of the 
neighboring tracks, and he'll find it. And 
Trainer Hirsch Jacobs. one of the ablest 
scanners in the business. had spotted Dela- 
ware Park’s Sussex Handicap. at 114 miles. 
3-year-olds and upward. $25,000 added. 

Stymie is reportedly a poor shipper. but 
this was not evident to his competitors in 
the Sussex. If he was nostalgic for New 
York, he behaved like a champion prize 
fighter by sending the crowd home early. 


His mile and a quarter in 2:0225 was the 
fastest ever run at Delaware Park. 

Net value to the winner was $20.850. 
which carried Stymie to the crest. The 
race accounted for his 104th start, twenty- 
seventh victory. 595.510th dollar.

The story of the race is brief. Natchez 
set a hot pace, one that was well suited to 
Stymie. His six furlongs in 1:1125. mile 
in 1:3625. were the fastest of the meet- 
ing. Stymie was no farther back than 
fourth at any call. moved to second round- 
ing the turn, went to the front in the 


stretch. His winning margin was three 
lengths. Natchez was second by 114 


lengths over Round View. which had stay- 
ed fairly close throughout. 

Natchez, *Talon (which was fourth). 
and Jeep (sixth). also are nominated for 
the Empire Gold Cup. So is *Miss Grillo. 
which had been entered in the Sussex but 
was scratched. 

In the Questionnaire Handicap of a 
week before. Stymie was ridden by Bobby 
Permane. who used to be his regular 
rider but had not been on him in several 
months. In the Sussex he was ridden by 
Conn McCreary. who in August. 1943. rode 
him to his first victory. McCreary still 
knows how to make him run; in the Sussex 


he brought him through without even 


touching him with a whip. 
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Stymie now leads Assault by $18,840, 
leads Armed by $65,135. Assault’s reign 
as king of the money winners was short 
lived—he gained the top on June 21, slip. 
ped to second on July 5. But the honor of 
having bred the world’s leading money 
winner still rests in Texas—both Assault 
and Stymie were bred at the King Ranch, 


The Third Bounce 


One of the solid testimonials to Armed’s 
stature as a race horse of the top class 
was that prior to the Equipoise Mile, no 
horse had ever beaten him twice. This 
record was broken when With Regards, 
which had won from him in the six-furlong 
Domino Handicap on June 21, beat him 
again in the Mile on June 28. Not only 
did the Calumet gelding go under twice to 
the same horse. but he went under twice 
in succession. 

The lag in adjusting handicap weights 
being what it is, With Pleasure got into 
the 11,-mile Stars and Stripes Handicap at 
Arlington Park on July 4 with 117 pounds, 
13 under Armed’s 130. He had got an 18- 
pound pull in the Domino, a 14-pound 
concession in the Equipoise. 

But the extra furlong of the Fourth of 
July feature was expected to make a dif 
ference in Armed’s favor, and so it did. 
For the sixteenth time in his last 17 starts, 
he was made favorite. He had been 6 to 
5 to win the Domino. 1 to 5 to win the 
Equipoise. Chicagoans stood him. 
made him 1 to 2 to take the Stars and 
Stripes. 

In his victories over Armed. With Pleas. 
ure had been close to the pace. had taken 
over in the stretch, forcing the gelding to 
come from behind. Apparently not so 
sure they could hold Armed safe at a mile 
and a furlong. With Pleasure’s stable sent 
their colt out on the lead. with the inten- 
tion of opening a gap that couldn't be 
overcome. 

But as many another rival has learned 
the hard way. Armed has plenty of early 
speed too. He pushed With Pleasure to 
:24, :47. and at this point Witch Sir came 
up. Jockey Douglas Dodson took hold of 
Armed on the backstretch, eased him to 
third as With Pleasure and Witch Sir 
traveled the six furlongs in 1:1155. the 
mile in 1:36. 

On the turn Dodson sent Armed at the 
leaders. put them away, won by two 
lengths in 1:4915,. a new track record. 
Jockey Willie Garner had With Pleasure 
flattened out. Dodson just whispered to 
Armed. Mighty Story was third. three 
lengths behind With Pleasure. Witch Sir. 
winner of a surprising victory over Armed 
in the Equipoise Mile last year. finished 
last in the field of seven. 

The old track record of 1:4925 was set 
by Blue Larkspur in the Stars and Stripes 
of 1930. Later it was matched by Sun 
Beau and Witch Sir. The latter equaled 
it in last year’s Stars and Stripes. from 
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which Armed was absent because of a knee 
injury received in the Mile. Armed is 
fourth on the list of leading winners with 
$531.375. 


The Phalanx Pattern 


Since Faultless is at Chicago, Jet Pilot 
is in retirement, and On Trust is in Cali- 
fornia. Phalanx seems to be the power 
among eastern 3-year-olds. In the 1,%; 
mile Empire City Stakes on July 5 he em- 
phasized this with a 214-length victory 
over But Why Not. the filly which had 
run him to a neck in the 1144-mile Dwyer 
Stakes two weeks earlier. In the Empire 
City. as in the Dwyer. Phalanx carried 126 
pounds to the filly’s 111, and also gave 
weight to the others. 

The pattern of Phalanx’s races is pretty 
well established by now—a leisurely be- 
ginning. a moderate quickening in the 
middle. a rush through the stretch. 

Jockey Ruperto Donoso, who in the 
Belmont Stakes succeeded Eddie Arcaro 
as the colt’s rider, let Phalanx lope out of 
the gate at his natural pace, which meant 
that he was last for a half-mile or more. 
On the back stretch Phalanx picked up 
enough speed to pass Tailspin, which evi- 
dently had been loitering behind the others 
to time his move with the Whitney colt’s. 
On the far turn Phalanx moved past Donor 
and Brabancon. 

At this stage Harmonica and But Why 
Not were in front, followed by Tailspin, 
which had begun to run after Phalanx 
passed him on the back side. Donoso 
rapped Phalanx once with the whip, had 
nothing further to do but steer him to the 
wire. But Why Not was second again. 
but by 214 lengths this time, and Har- 
monica, which had put Tide Rips away in 
the first four or five furlongs, had enough 
left to get third. Tailspin ran out of speed 
in the stretch, but took fourth money. 

The victory was Phalanx’s fourth in a 
row. beginning with the Belmont Stakes. 
and brought in $38.500, making his total 
earnings $275.010. This moved him to 
twenty-first on the list of leading winners. 
At a comparable stage last year—just 
after he had won the Dwyer and before his 
defeat in the Arlington Classic—Assault 
had earned $356,970.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


The Betting Side 


Four more tracks closed their first meet- 
ings of the year last week and the only one 
that did not show a decrease in attendance 
and pari-mutuel turnover was Portland 
Meadows. 

The Oregon track ended its 25 nights of 
racing with a 10 per cent increase in 
average attendance, a 12 per cent increase 
in pari-mutuel handle, a 1 per cent in- 
crease in per diem-per capita betting. 

Showing decreases in avarage daily at- 
tendance were Randall Park. down 17 per 
cent: Delaware Park. down 14 per cent; 
Narragansett Park, down 29 per cent. 

Randall Park showed a 15 per cent de- 
crease in pari-mutuel handle. with Dela- 
ware Park down 22 per cent. Narragansett 
Park down 26 per cent. 

Delaware Park closed its meeting with 
two rousing days at the pari-mutuel 
windows. On July 4, wagering totaled 
$1.546.583. highest of the meeting, and 
on July 5, the final day. $1.504.463 went 
through the windows. The final betting 
total was $26.154,788 as compared with 
$33.933.056 last year. Attendance totaled 
383.121. compared with 448,692 in 1946. 

Total attendance for the 44 days at 
Randall Park was 230.463, as compared 
with 278.019 last year. The pari-mutuel 
total was $6.843.686. compared with $8.- 
095.695. 

For the 30 days at Narragansett Park. 
attendance totaled 396.837, as compared 
with 585.309 for 31 days in 1946, and pari- 


mutuel handle totaled $27,842.881 as com- 
pared with $39,125,244 last year. 


STIMULUS 


In 1946. the New York State Racing 
Commission, at the behest of the tracks. 
decided to eliminate the daily double. The 
commission said the daily double was not 
conducive to the best interests of racing. 
that it had assumed the proportions of a 
“cigantic numbers game.” that many 
horsemen didn’t like it. and that the ac- 
tion followed a “sample testing of public 
opinion.”

Thea New York City imposed a five per 
cent tax on pari-mutuel handle at tracks 
within the city’s boundaries. 

Last week. the commission issued its 
report covering the first 67 days of racing 
this year at New York tracks. The re- 
port only emphasized what everyone knew: 
New York tracks were taking a beating 
in attendance and betting as compared 
with last year. 

Attendance was 12 per cent less than 
for the similar period last year. wagering 
was down $20.000.000.

In the above table, figures for 1946 daily average attendance and pari-mutuel 
turnover and for per diem-per capita betting are based on completed meetings at 
the various tracks listed. For that reason, increases or decreases shown may change 


as the current meetings progress. 
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So great were the decreases that it 
seemed that State revenue would be far 
below the $24.000.000 Governor Thomas 
Dewey had estimated. 

While they didn’t mention it in their 
report. New York commissioners must 
have been eyeing enviously the betting 
totals being reported for Monmouth Park, 
At Monmouth, “a sample testing of pub- 
lic opinion” might show the bettors in 
favor of the daily double. Many of the 
bettors were from New York City and they 
have helped boost the pari-mutuel turn. 
over by 13 per cent over last year. 

As the New York Racing Commission 
report reached the public. there were 
rumors that the daily double would be re- 
vived at New York tracks beginning Sep- 
tember 1 at Aqueduct. 

Frank Ortell. racing writer for the New 
York World-Telegram, told his readers 
that he understood orders had been placed 
for the printing of the tickets for Aque- 
duct’s reopening. 

“And it is common knowledge that the 
associations need a stimulus to increase 
attendance and wagering.” Ortell wrote. 


MARLBORO BLACKED OUT 


In 1946. the Southern Maryland Agri- 
cultural Fair Association was warned that 
if it didn’t improve facilities at its Marl- 
bore race track, the Maryland Racing 
Commission would “crack down.” 

Last week. Stuart S. Janney Jr.. new 
chairman of the commission, visited the 
track on an inspection. Two days later 
he announced that the commission had re- 
voked the track’s 10-day license for a race 
meeting September 13-24. 

Said the commission chairman: The 
track operators “had failed to make re- 
pairs.” and “the whole plant is totally in- 
adequate for racing. and that includes 
grandstands, stables and the strip.” 

“The operators of the track were warned 
a year ago. ... I could see little evidence 
of such intention (to improve the track) 
on their part.” 

The only way the Commission would 
approve the operation of the track. Janney 
told a representative of the Daily Racing 
Form. “will be when they build a whole 
new track, and I don’t see how they can 
do that by September.” 

Last year during a 10-day season. the 
track had an average daily attendance of 
about 7.500. and an average daily pari- 
mutuel handle of $328.008. 

The meeting was held after difficulties 
with the Civilian Production Administra- 
tion over construction regulations, with the 
CPA finally deciding the track had vio- 
lated none of the rules.

and other stakes winners. Foxhunter won the Ascot Gold

brother Trimdon, won it the two previous years. 


Foxlaw, grandsire of *Hunters Moon 4th, won the 
Ascot Gold Cup, and sired two winners of the Ascot Gold 
Cup, and Foxbridge, 6 times leading sire in New Zealand. 


Son-in-Law, great grandsire of *Hunters Moon 4th, 
is the greatest source of staying blood in England.

*Hunters Moon 4th was the first foal of his dam, Pearl 
Opal, who died with her foal the next year. She was a 
winning daughter of Bruleur, winner of the French Derby 
and sire of 4 winners of the French Derby, and of Bru- 
lette, winner of the Epsom Oaks. Bruleur is line-bred to 
Dollar, greatest source of staying blood in France. 

Pearl Maiden, second dam of *Hunters Moon 4th, 
was a winner by Phaleron, winner of the Jockey Club 
Stakes, 1% miles, and second in the Two Thousand 
Guineas. Phaleron won 10,376 pounds. Pearl Maiden 
also produced Bipearl, winner of French One Thousand 
Guineas; Pearlweed, winner of French Derby; and Pearl 
Cap, one of the greatest fillies ever raced in France. Pearl

Cap was only beaten once at two and three, winning 11 
races and 2,267,314 francs. She won the French Oaks, 
French One Thousand Guineas, Prix de |’ Are de Tri- 
omphe, Prix Herod, Prix La Rochette, Prix Morny, Prix 
Robert Papin, Prix Vermeille, Prix Jaques Le Marois, 
Prix de Minerve, etc. Pearl Maiden also produced Pearl- 
ash winner of Prix La Rochette and Prix Edgard de la 
Charme; and Motilal, stakes winner in Italy. In all Pearl 
Maiden’s produce won the enormous sum of 3,413,114 
francs. 

Besides being the immediate family of *Sir Gallahad 
3rd, *Bull Dog, *Bahram, Bois Roussel, it is also the 
family of Kendal, sire of Galtee More, and leading sire 
in England, and great sire in Argentina.

Like any immigrant, *Hamilton has found some of the 
ways of this country strange indeed. 

The Argentine-bred colt, which did all his racing in San- 
tiago. Chile, recently was brought to the Atlantic City race 
track by Stefan Zachar, owner of Golden Shoe Farm. 

It was his first time on an American course and Zachar 
laughingly reported that *Hamilton was somewhat puzzled 
by our customs. 

For instance. it took the Golden Shoe hands some time 
to make *Hamilton understand that he could drink water 
in his stall. Seems, down South America way. horses are 
led to an outside trough to drink. For a while, *Hamilton 
had to be humored and taken from his stall to be watered. 
Eventually, he realized what the bucket was for. 

At first, the colt didn’t go too much for the early hours 
kept by his neighbors. Zachar said that, as a rule, South 
American horses don’t work until past noon. 


Will Enter Stud in Florida 


Then, too, an arduous trip didn’t help the black colt any. 
He was a tired race horse when he arrived. With two other 
Latin Thoroughbreds, he was flown from Santiago to Miami 
at a cost of $5,000. He made the trip from Florida to 
Atlantic City by rail. But, somewhere between Santiago 
and here, he was forced to lay over in cramped quarters for 
almost two weeks. 

However, it didn’t take too much sympathetic handling 
for *Hamilton to begin to feel at home. In little more than 
a week, Trainer Charlie Camac had him galloping over the 
track. 

Although he’s classed as a 4-year-old here, *Hamilton 
wasn't foaled until July 30, 1943 Last year in ten starts— 
all on the turf—he won three races. 


He was second once; 
third twice. and fourth once. 


His most impressive race was a match triumph over 
Bachiller last October at Santiago’s Club Hipico. The 
time for the 1,200-meter race (just 23 feet short of six fur- 
longs) was 1:1025—exceptional time on turf. 

*Hamilton is by Lord Wembley out of Xirgu. Zachar 
frankly admitted that he didn’t know too much about either. 
He said he mainly was impressed with the fine blood lines 
of *Hamilton. Going back, he found five Bend Or crosses 
and three of St. Simon. 

Zachar,. vice president of Gulfstream Park and secretary 
of the Florida Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, said he 
eventually plans to use *Hamilton to replace Mucho Gusto, 
now 15, at his Florida stud farm. 

He explained that his purpose in acquiring *Hamilton 
was to “improve his stable and to improve Florida breed- 
ing.” He declined to reveal *Hamilton’s purchase price, but 
said it was “substantial.” 

Zachar, a real racing enthusiast as is his wife, came to 
this country from Czechoslovakia in 1925. The Zachars 
maintain a permanent residence in Miami Beach. In re- 
cent years, Mr. Zachar has worked on many important proj- 
ects in South America. While there, he followed the racing 
closely and thus became interested in *Hamilton. 


He'll Try the Turf 


Zachar plans to race *Hamilton before sending him to 
stud, but wants to run him only on turf. His Golden 
Shoe stable will be back in Atlantic City for the 
summer meeting which runs from July 31 to August 23. 
However, the Atlantic City turf course, planted last year, 
won't be ready for racing until next season.

Ethelbert was a bay horse, foaled in 
1896, bred by Douglass and Bailey at the 
Eothen Stud, Middletown, Ky. He was a 
son of *Eothen—* Maori, by Poulet. and 
was purchased as a yearling by James 
Galway, who in turn sold him in the au- 
tumn of 1898 to Perry Belmont for $11,- 
600. Mr. Belmont turned Ethelbert over 
to the late Andrew Jackson Joyner to 
train. He was Mr. Joyner’s first “big 
horse.” 

In his racing career Ethelbert started 40 
times, won 21. He was second in 11 races, 
third in four, unplaced in four, and earned 
$69.235. Among his victories were the 
Nursery. Pocantico, Realization, Spindrift, 
and Dixiana Stakes, the Metropolitan 
Handicap, a match against Jean Bereaud, 
the Brighton Cup, the Twin City Handi- 
cap with 129 pounds, the Municipal Hand- 
icap at 154 miles with 126 pounds, and 
the Standard Stakes. 

Ethelbert’s outstanding victory was 
scored in the Brighton Cup, $5,000 added, 
214 miles, weight for age. This particu-

lar Brighton Cup was run on Saturday, 
August 4, 1900, with four starters. 
Ethelbert had won his previous two 
starts at Brighton Beach. They were a 
condition race at 1,5 miles under 116 
pounds, and the Islip Stakes at a mile with 
126 pounds. Admittedly he was in the 
best of condition. By reason of this, Ethel- 
bert was a raging favorite at 2-5. He was 
ridden by Henry Spencer, the original 
“Iceman,” and carried 124 pounds. 
Second in public favor at 3 to 1 was the 
3-year-old chestnut colt Sidney Lucas, by 
*Top Gallant—Addie C. 2nd. He was 
owned by Thompson Brothers, trained by 
H. J. Thompson, bred by Mrs. J. M. John- 
son, and was ridden by Johnny Bullman.

he was a rank outsider at 20-1. Bullman 
rode him. The raging favorite in the 
Derby was the even-money chance Lieut. 
Gibson, owned by Charles Head Smith, 
trained by the still active Charlie 
(Trainer) Hughes. Prior to the American 
Derby, Lieut. Gibson, a brown colt by J. 
W. Johnson—Sophia Hardy, had in suc- 
cession won the Kentucky Derby and 
Clark Stakes and had walked over for the 
Latonia Derby. Judge, then, the horror of 
his supporters when he finished third, 
beaten six lengths and eight lengths by 
Sidney Lucas and James, respectively. 

Third in favor at 10-1 was the immortal 
“Coal Black Lady,” “Uncle Dan” Harness’ 
and Charlie Brossman’s Imp, the Chilli- 
cothe-bred daughter of *Wagner—Fond- 
ling, trained by Charlie Brossman. Now 
six, the black mare carried 121 pounds. 
She had won the Suburban the year be- 
fore, the first of her sex to win this great 
handicap. 

The outsider was Walter C. Rollins’ 3- 
year-old bay colt Herbert, by *Albert— 
Bonnie Ola, trained by his owner. He 
carried 109 pounds and was easy to back 
at 15-1. Walter C. Rollins was a first- 
class horseman. It was he who broke Fox- 
hall, after which he trained General Mon- 
roe for J. C. McElmeel when that son of 
Tom Bowling won the first Suburban ever 
run, in 1884.

The First to Be Sold at Keeneland

Imp led for the first two miles. How- 
ever, Ethelbert was always within striking 
distance. He began to close entering the 
stretch, caught the black mare and went 
on to win by half-a-length in 3:4915, new 
world’s record time. Value to the winner 
was $6,600. Imp had no competition for 
second honors. At the finish she was eight 
lengths in front of Sidney Lucas, which in 
turn was 10 lengths in front of Herbert. 

The first six furlongs was run in 1:15Y5, 
the mile in 1:4134, the mile and a quarter 
in 2:07, the mile and a half in 2:3234, the 
two miles in 3:23—the last quarter in 
:2615. 

The previous American record was 3:51, 
made by the aged horse Buckwa, with 104 
pounds at Oakland, Calif., December 31, 
1898. 

The merit of Ethelbert’s performance 
from a time standpoint is emphasized by 
the fact it was not erased in the racing 
history of the world until Son-in-Law won 
the Cesarewitch fifteen years later, in the 
autumn of 1915 as a 4-year-old with 116 
pounds. His time was 3:47. 

It was 24 years before an American 
horse ran 214 miles faster than Ethelbert. 
This was the 3-year-old Altawood, 111 
pounds, when he won the Latonia Derby 
in 1924 in the colors of C. Bruce Head. 
beating the 5-year-old My Play, 128 
pounds, in 3:49. 

The current American time record for 
214 miles is 3:47, made by Fenelon, bred

City Handicaps in this country and the 
Manchester November, Newmarket, and 
Windsor October Handicaps in England 
in the colors of Lewis W. Winans. 

Ethelbert was purchased from the late 
Perry Belmont by his brother August Bel. 
mont, and was taken to France, where he 
sired *Duettiste, always considered by the 
late J. Howard Lewis to have been the best 
steeplechaser he ever trained. He won 
the Manly Memorial with 173 pounds, 
Ethelbert also sired *Quelle Chance, dam 
of the brothers Chance Play and Chance 
Shot, each a winner of over $100,000, 
Chance Play was twice leading sire and is, 
I believe, a pensioner at Calumet Farm. 

The late Andrew Jackson Joyner went 
to his grave undecided as to which was the 
best among Ethelbert, Waterboy, and 
Eight Thirty, but he was of the opinion 
Ethelbert was the best stayer he ever 
trained and the Brighton Cup his greatest 
triumph.

CALUMET FARM 
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ORBY: A Non-Stayer 


But He Made Three Starts at a Mile and a Half and Won Three 
Derbys. His Trainer Contributes a Note of Historical Interest 
on the Preparation of One of the Most Controversial Horses 


of the Century. 


At first I was reluctant to contribute an 
article on Orby’s Derby, but when it was 
pointed out that in view of Grand 
Weather’s effort to equal the first leg of 
Orby’s “double” at Epsom today, the copy 
would be well-timed and of interest, I was 
persuaded. 

I think the best way to start would be 
to answer the question so often asked: 
“How did you, who never was a whole- 
time trainer, or a well-known professional, 
come to have charge of such a horse as 
Orby in 1907; and how did you manage 
to get a non-stayer to win the great race? 

Well, it took a series of rather remark- 
able chances to account for the facts. 

The late Mr. Richard Croker had had 
his horses trained by Mr. J. J. Parkinson 
for several years. Mr. Parkinson, then, as 
usual, at the head of his profession, had, 
by his clever management and training, 
placed Mr. Croker’s name at the head of 
the winning owners year after year. 


Then came the two-year-old, Orby. He 
was tried to be a certain winner of any 
five-furlong race he ran in, and the owner 
was, of course, told of his good fortune. 
But the horse was big and growing. His 
feet were thin and shelly, and there were 
good reasons for not being in a hurry 
with such a horse. Horse Show Week

came, and the owner decided that his 
horse must run at Leopardstown. He ran, 
and was duly plunged on, but he could 
only finish third. Excuses were made, and 
he was run again in the Railways, over six 
furlongs. but was again beaten. Past 
successes were forgotten, and dissatisfac- 
tion reigned between owner and trainer. 

Just then I had one of my lucky years 
A horse named Rosamule was put up for 
sale “without reserve,” and I bought him 
for an English friend of mine for a few 
pounds. He was supposed to be “an in- 
curable blood-vessel breaker,” a disease 
which [ had had successes in curing be- 
fore. Rosamule was cured and won nine 
races, working his way up from 6st, in 
the handicap to 9st. 131lb. and still win- 
ning. 

Mr. Coker saw him training on the 
lands beside Glencairn and was duly im- 
pressed. He asked me to take all his 
horses. except Orby. He had decided that 
Orby was too good to be trained in Ire- 
land and he sent him to England. Orby, 
then a sick horse, was sent back to him 
as useless. so he joined my string. He 
was suffering then from a disease called 
diabetes, but really only indigestion, and 
easily cured. if you know how. He had 


almost no feet and these had to be built 
up—again easy, if you know how. 


Thrived 


Orby thrived from the day I got him, 
and, owing to his grand appearance and 
action, my thoughts turned to his Derby 
engagements. I was told he was a non- 
stayer, which in a way he was, but as is 
now a matter of history, he won the Epsom 
and Curragh Derbys, as well as the Bal- 
doyle mile-and-a-half plate, a race which 
used to be called the “Baldoyle Derby.” 

Now, as to “how I did it,” I may say 
that my methods, and those of most of the 
present-day successful trainers, do not 
agree. They talk of “timing a horse’s pre. 
paration” for a special race and not get- 
ting him really fit until that race. I had 
Orby fit to run for his life in a seven fur- 
long race at Liverpool in March. I get 
all the work possible into a horse while 
the going is good and then let them enjoy 
life, only seeing that they do enough work 
to keep their wind clear. 

Orby had the advantage of the muscle- 
building work of trotting up hills and 
seeing the gallops for two days a week, 
when he was put on the roads on the 
Dublin Mountain sides. Orby was again 
fit to run for his life at a mile-and-a-half 
in the Baldoyle race and he was fit for 
the Epsom Derby, where he ran the odds- 
on favourite, Slieve Gallion, out of it. 

Orby sprinted round Tattenham Corner 
and quickly took a four-lengths lead, Slieve 
Gallion, alone, being near enough to put 
in a challenge in the straight. He was 
then within two lengths of Orby when he 
swerved badly and was caught and beaten 
for second place by the fast-finishing Wool

At Milan on June 22 Tenerani won the 
Gran Premio over 17g miles, in the style 
of a great horse. It was an exceptional 
contest because it was disturbed by a vio- 
lent storm and a heavy rain unprecedent- 
ed in the history of the race. 

The course was completely flooded by 
the time of the second race of the day, 
thus creating an extremely difficult task 
for the horses in the Gran Premio, which 
was run, despite the pace of fast leaders, 
in 3:2215, still good under the circum- 
stances. 

Tenerani, proving a very capable horse 
with unusual atheletic qualities, in spite of 
his small size and commonplace appear- 
ance, drew away from the others at the 
top of the home stretch, drove to the post 
with a great show of running power, and 
won by four lengths over Fante. 


By winning the Gran Premio, Tenerani 
has attained the Italian Triple Crown of 
the staying races (the Derby and Premio 
d'Italia were his preceding victories), 
which only seven horses before him were 
able to accomplish. These were *Ortello, 
Archidamia, Donatello, Nearco, Niccolo 
dell’ Arca, Orsenigo, and Gladiolo. His 
crown may become quadruple if he wins 
the St. Leger next September. 


Tenerani is thus placing himself among 
the best Italian horses of all times. I was 
very impressed by his rushing away at a 
relatively early stage of the race, appear- 
ing a horse of superior class all the way 
down the stretch. I should say that Tene- 
rani, like all the outstanding winners of 
our Gran Premio, is a horse of European 
status. There are rumors of Tesio send- 
ing him to the Are de Triomphe in Oc- 
tober at Longchamp. Fante, Zanlupo, and 
Aristeo may be other entries in the great 
French race. 


The race, notwithstanding the terrific 
storm over the town, was very exciting. 
Nine horses paraded to the start: the colts 
Tenerani, Donato di Niccolo, Duccio, Scan- 
no, the fillies Zambra and Pietra Fiorita, 
the older horses Fante, Liston, and Giabir. 
Owing to the abnormal condition of the 


track, Fante was made favorite in the 
betting, and was actually slightly prefer. 
red to Mr. Tessio’s three, two of which, 
Donato and Duccio, are notoriously averse 
to muddy tracks. 

The result of the race was therefore in 
perfect accordance with the capacity for 
running over a flooded course, presenting 
Tenerani, Fante, and Pietra Fiorita in that 
order. 

The pace was set by Liston, Donato di 
Niccolo, and Scanno, with Fante closing 
the group, and Tenerani following with 
a sort of laziness. It wasn’t until after the 
first mile that jockey Enrico Camici was 
able to speed up his mount, keeping him 
at work and destroying stride by stride the 
resistance of Scanno and Liston, and even 
of Donato, the stablemate of Tenerani 
which was running his own race, according 
to orders. 

By the time Tenerani had done this, the 
far turn was reached, and on approaching 
the final stretch the colt sprung up with a 
power and a brilliance almost unbelieve- 
able on that sort of course, and drove 
away, making the run for himself.

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in powerful style, trying to get close to 
Tenerani, but it was a hopeless enterprise. 

Pietra Fiorita led the group ten lengths 
behind Fante. and Donato di Niccolo, un- 
usually active from the beginning, finish- 
ed fourth. The top filly Zambra was fifth, 
and the remaining four finished too far 
back to be considered. 


Zanlupo, the crack 4-year-old, hadn't 
satisfied in his last training gallop on the 
course, and since the track was still firm 
at the time of the forefeits, he was de- 
clared. Although he likes soft ground, it is 
doubtful that he might have successfully 
run against Tenerani. 

Of the winner, I have sent descriptions 
in connection with his previous record. 
He is a small horse, not nice looking but 
very well made, and definitely possessed 
of what his owner terms the “inner ma- 
chine.” 

His back section is rather short, but 
powerful. and he has no markings of any 
sort on his body. Just a plain horse as one 
can imagine. But he has proved that he is 
a complete horse, because he has class, 
quality, and stamina, and also a_ final 
sprint which is very efficient. He can stay 
any course and any distance, and wins 
even when not in top form. 

His background is very solid; his sire, 
Bellini, won the Derby in Rome, the 
Braune Band in Munich, a lot of other 
top races in Italy, being only second to 
stablemate Niccolo dell’ Arca. His dam, 
Tofanella, also won the Braune Band in 
Munich, and other important features in 
Italy, was runner-up to Navarro in the 


Gran Premio of 1934, and has foaled to 


date two outstanding fillies, Tokamura and 
Trevisana. 

Tofanella is by Apelle, another Tesio 
crack horse, out of Try Try Again, by Cyl- 
gad out of Preseverance, by Persimmon. 

From both his sire’s and his dam’s fam- 
ilies, Tenerani derives stamina and solid- 
ity, and he traces also to St. Simon on 
both sides of his pedigree, through Rabe- 
lais, St. Frusquin, and Persimmon. In 
fact, generally speaking, he is much in the 
type of the many descendants of this fam- 
ous sire who have scored in every great 
race in Europe. In the still uncertain sit- 
uation of English and French 3-year-olds, 
I wish to emphasize the European import- 
ance of Tenerani, who has been the only 
colt so far to win all his engagements (in 
the Premio Emanuele Filiberto he was sec- 
ond to stablemate Duccio, with opponents 
far away), and should he be sent abroad to 
race, | am sure he will do well. 


No. 15 for Tesio 


With Tenerani, Federico Tesio won his 
fifteenth Gran Premio, having begun the 
series back in 1909 with Fidia (a Bay 
Ronald horse). Fante ran also a very 
good race. He was second last year to 
Gladiolo, and won in 1945, beating the 
American-exported Torero and the older 
Erno. He is stili our top older horse, 
since the 4-year-old Zanlupo deserted the 
field and cannot be valued precisely at 
this distance, while the other 4-year-old, 
Aristeo, has not yet fully recovered from 
an infection, and whose recent start was 
not a very impressive one. 


General Picture Improves 


June 17, Rome 

The recent period has not been very 
important from the point of big races and 
classic events. Everything is now being 
prepared for the Gran Premio di Milano 
of June 22, which promises to be a great 
race, and perhaps one from which a cham. 
pion shall emerge. 

Tesio has announced that he will start 
Tenerani and Duccio, and it is easy to 
guess that Duccio will be an early leader 
at high speed, to insure the going for 
Tenerani, who is rather a cold horse and 
needs a long run before he wakes up. 

The Razza di Rozzano, owner of the 
formidable filly Zambra, intends to run 
the 4-year-old Zanlupo, who will be its 
only starter and has great possibilities, 
Zanlupo won recently the Premio Caval- 
china in Milan, a feature specially pro. 
vided for horses who want a definite test 
before the great race, at the same distance 
of 17% miles. 

No rival horses started against Zanlupo, 
and the 4-year-old champion ran only 
against his two stablemates, Zibellino and 
Zillo. He made a great impression. 

The Scuderia Aterno, leading stable 
in Rome, has sent to Milan the excellent 
colt Scanno, recently winner against the 
older Fante, and has hopes, too, of say- 
ing a word in the race. 

The Gran Premio is a tactical race. 
When a stable has a truly staying horse, 
it looks for a speedy stablemate who sacri- 
fices himself on behalf of the stayer. 
Sometimes a time record comes out of this 
planning. Orsenigo won in 3:0845 because 
Tesio ran four horses, each one _lead-

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ing for a quarter of a mile or so, trying 
to get the great Oleander colt out of 
breath.

A Schoolboy at 78 


Tesio is still doing wonders. He is 78 
now. but he is out early every morning 
like a schoolboy, and he works his horses 
in such a fashion that every week he gets 
some new colt or filly on the track for 
dell’ Arca the pleasure of race-goers. This 
week was the turn of Trevisana, a 2-year- 
old filly by Niccolo dell?’ Axca—Tofanella 
(the dam of Tenerani), and of Renoir (a 
young colt by Vezzano—Barbara Burrini). 
Both of them won their first engagements 
in superior style, yet they are not expected 
to be the best of the bunch. 

Vadumji, a fine colt by Zuccarello out 
of Valona, this last being a Cameronian 
mare of the female line of Volage, one of 
the best in Italy, is winning race after 
race in Turin. Last Sunday he won by 
five lengths at 114 miles, and he likes 
longer distances, too. Another colt doing 
well, though in handicap races, is Corsaro, 
often placed in classics this season. Ree- 
ently he won the stake Premio Garbagnate 
in Milan, at 18g miles. He is by Donatel- 
lo 2nd’s full brother, Domenico Ghirlan- 
daio, out of Caserta, a mare belonging to 
a sprinting family, but he can stay, too, 
and this is what sometimes happens with 
sprinting families.

More Money 


Purses have recently been increased 
20 per cent by order of the UNIRE, which 
gives the money to the race tracks. This 
applies only to minor races, of course, but 
it has been a powerful encouragement to 
new owners and breeders. 

As a result, the prices of horses are 
going up every day. In the last two weeks, 
the prices for an average colt or filly of 
three have almost doubled. 

Prices of broodmares still are low, but 


there is some progress with yearlings. To 
understand this sudden change of the sit- 
uation, it is opportune to consider that in 
Italy, prices have been far lower than per- 
haps in any other part of the world. This 
was due to a general crisis of racing (no 
money for breeders, no purses for own- 
ers, no feed for horses, etc.). 

Now racing is getting back on its feet 
again, and prices are being adjusted. 

I think this will have a beneficial in- 
fluence on the future of our breeding, be- 
cause it will encourage breeders to en- 
large their establishments in order to in- 
crease the number of horses available for 
racing, a thing which we badly need. We 
have more than 2,000 races a year with 
only 600 or so horses in training all over 
Italy. The proportion is still too low. 


Great Handicap Planned 


In Rome a few days ago there was a 
good race for 3-year-olds, at 114 miles. 
Rimini won well, Ermellino was second, 
and Capestrano third, with Guidone com- 
pleting the field. 

Rimini is the type of very useful horse 
who “has made himself,” coming from sel- 
ling class. He is by the strong horse Par- 
tenio (now dead), a winner of the Gran 
Premio di Milano in 1935. 

Ermellino is another representative of 
Domenico Ghirlandaio crop. 

A great handicap, the greatest of all 
time in Italy, is being planed by the Rome 
track for the end of October. It will be 


at 1144 miles, and have a purse of three 
million lire, an amount second only to that 
of the Gran Premio di Milano (four mil- 
lion). it is expected that this race will 
draw to Rome many a good horse.

We are accustom- 
ed to seeing this sort of thing in these very 
long races, but as a rule these tactics are 
used by a horse which is a pacemaker for 
a stable companion. In this race it was a 
case of Scarlet Emperor trying to slip his 
field and to gallop them off their feet. It 
was a genuine pace, set by a horse out to 
win. 

To the credit of all the jockeys engaged, 
none of them lost their heads. Scarlet Em- 
peror had run himself out by the time the

The second horse lost no 
prestige, except to leave the impression 
that a distance slightly less than 214 miles 
may suit him better. 

Although slight odds were laid on Chan. 
teur before the race, the winner was heay. 
ily backed by the professional element, 
They could hardly have failed to do so, 
for he is really a beautiful colt, with great 
quality and power. Rather a bright bay 
in colour, he is very deep through and has 
exceptional heart room. He must be a 
really great horse. 


We remembered him well, because he 
had defeated our Derby and St. Leger 
winner Airborne at the Ascot autumn 
meeting last year. His sire, Maravedis, is 
less distinguished than his sire, Massine. 
who won our Gold Cup in 1924 and of 
whose stud record you are well aware. 

It is interesting, in passing, that our 
French friends have won our two great 
races—the Derby and the Gold Cup— 
with colts in the direct male line of our 
great St. Simon, albeit through the French 
branch of it. The winner is an emperor 
among horses and I wish I could think 
that he could have qualified for stud 
duties here and reinforced our stock of 

Simon blood. His immediate future, 
however, may be concerned with winning 
more races. 

I have referred to the success of the 
Guineas winner, Tudor Minstrel, who was 
defeated in the Derby. It is pleasant to 
be able to record that he won the St. 
James’s Palace Stakes—one of the more 
valuable events at the meeting—to confirm 
that he is still the same brilliant colt, 
when raced at his best distance, namely 
a mile. I am sorry to say that his trainer, 
Fred Darling, certainly one of the greatest 
trainers of my day, is still in poor health 
and-has been ordered to rest. It would 
not surprise me to learn that he is to 
retire altogether. 


Migoli and the King Edward 


The Derby form was confirmed, to a 
certain extent, by the success of the Aga 
Khan’s grey colt, Migoli, in the King 
Edward Stakes of a mile and a half. His 
owner, who has changed very little in ap- 
pearance except for walking rather more 
slowly than before, was present to see his 
colt’s success; it was his first appearance 
on the Turf since, I think, 1939. 

Sayajirao, third in the Derby, did not 
run, but he is fully expected to win the 
Irish Derby. He does not run for the 
Grand Prix after all, and plans have not 
been announced as to the possibility of 
his running in your big international event.

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Mad Scramble For 
“Bits of Paper” 


It is now compulsory in Maryland that 
Jockey Club Registration certificates for 
all horses entered must be on file in the 
racing secretary's office and there has 
been some mad scrambling on the part 
of owners and trainers to locate the elu- 
sive bits of paper. 

This has kept us busy obtaining dupli- 
cate certificates on several hundred horses 
and the zealous manner in which the 
Pinkerton Identification Bureau has been 
scrutinizing the markings as shown there- 
on has added considerably to the work. 

They have found all kinds of discrep- 
ancies in the original markings as register- 
ed with the Jockey Club, and in a great 
many instances it is quite apparent that 
the breeders have been rather careless in 
submitting their diagrams. A great many 
certificates for 2-year-olds have been re- 
turned to the Jockey Club for correction 
which entails the additional expense and 
trouble of securing pictures and affidavits 
from the breeders to substantiate the ad- 
ditional or corrected markings required. 

Breeders may correct markings prior to 
a Thoroughbred becoming a two-year-old 
by simply notifying the Jockey Club of

the changes. If breeders would take ad- 
vantage of this, it would greatly simplify 
the procedure that is necessary after the 
Thoroughbreds reach racing age. 

Under the present procedure, in the 
event of a claim, the certificate is auto- 
matically changed from the old owner to 
the new owner in the racing secretary's 
office which is certainly an advantage. 
But a better system could be worked out 
in transferring certificates from one track 
to another within a State. 

At present, every trainer must pick up 
his certificate when one meet closes and 
deposit them with the racing secretary 
at the new meet. This involves the making 
out of receipts for the certificates and 
trainers are finding them just as hard 
to keep track of as the certificates. It 
also involves constant rehandling of the 
certificates by trainers, owners and cleri-

Easier Plan 


A much easier plan would be to place 
the certificate in the possession of a Rac. 


ing Commission employee who would 
transfer the certificates from track to 


track within a State unless the trainer 
was moving out of a State, in which case 
he could turn in his receipts and_ pick 
up his certificates. At the present time, 
we have in our possession approximately 
150 certificates that were deposited with 
the secretary’s office at Bowie and then 
transferred to us for the convenience of 
horsemen. The certificates still haven't 
been picked up by the trainers, and some 
trainers have already left the State. 

It is rather difficult to impress on train. 
ers the importance of certificates when 
they have been just useless scraps of 
paper for many years. However, with the 
cooperation of the racing officials, and 
in Maryland the Stewards have been more 
than cooperative, this certificate regula- 
tion will work out into just routine busi- 
ness of the racing secretary's office. 

William E. Fay, member of the Illinois 
Racing Board, has been appointed repre- 
sentative of the Chicago Federal District 
Court in the reorganization of the Chicago, 


Rock Island, and Pacific Railway.

Winder—the only stayer in the race, in 
my opinion. Wool Winder subsequently 
won the St. Leger. Orby’s great speed put 
him in a class of his own that year. 


The going was rather hard at Epsom, 
and poor Orby was decidedly sore on his 
return home, and I begged of his owner 
not to run him in the Irish Derby, but to 
depend upon his stable-companion, George- 
town, who finished second to him in that 
race. This then was the “beginning of the 
end” between Mr. Croker and myself. I 
was wrong in urging him to forego the 
“double event” for his horse. so he would 
not listen to me when I urged that the 
horse needed a rest and should not be 
taken to Liverpool to “pick up” the £2,000 
Atlantic Stakes. The horse broke down 
there and never ran again. 


Perfect Condition 


How fresh and well Orby was on Epsom 
Derby Day will be appreciated from the 
wires sent to the Adjutant of the South 
Irish Horse, who were starting their an- 
nual training at The Curragh on that day, 
with their medical officer absent with 
leave: “Adjutant, South Irish Horse, Cur- 
ragh Camp—Orby is well. It will take a 
40 horsepower motor to beat him today”; 
and after the race: “Orby won. Medical 


officer orders all ranks begin training on 
champagne; his account to-day.” It is 
unnecessary to add there was a merry 
night at The Curragh Camp! 

Another pleasant memory, although an 
“oft? told tale.” but a true one, was on the 
home-coming of Orby. He was met at the 
station by a brass band, and as he turned 
into Glencairn, where I met the procession, 


an old lady came up to me and said: 
“Thanks be to God and you, sir, we have 
lived to see a Catholic horse win the 
Derby.” So Orby was received into the 
Church and afterwards—I may add— 
buried in consecrated ground, beside his 
owner! Another lady, not so old, followed 
the horses into the yard to give Hayden, 


who went over to lead Orby in his work, 
a lump of sugar, as she said he “felt his 
position.” 

So much then for Orby and how a non- 
stayer came to win his only three one-and- 
a-half-mile races. His halfsister, Rhodora, 
whose win in the Dewhurst Plate, with 
King Edward VII’s horse second, gave 
Mr. Croker an even greater thrill, was 
also a non-stayer, but she managed to stay 
seven furlongs as a 2-year-old in Mr. 
Croker’s great year, when he won over 
£10.000 in stakes. Yet he was never quite 
happy about it all, and even his Derby win 
had a shadow cast over it, because King 
Edward VII did not congratulate him on 
his win. I was blamed for this “over- 
sight.” even though I explained that 
“Royal congratulations were not part of 
the stakes.” 

And as I write I am hoping to hear that 
King George VI had occasion to offer 
his congratulations to the owner of Grand 
Weather in weather worthy of the oc- 
casion, 


Orby’s Breeding

Flying Orb is responsible for Cos, Vesing- 
ton Star and Druid’s Orb, while Orpheus, 
third in the Derby, sired Concerto. Dia- 
dumenos won the Jubilee Handicap and 
sired the Irish 2,000 Guineas winner Soldu- 
meno.

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Future Farming 


The Twentieth Century Fund is an in- 
stitution for research and public education 
on current economic problems. Founded 
in 1919 and endowed by the late Edward 
A. Filene, the Fund’s income is devoted 
entirely to activities of its own choosing. 

Like many another organization, the 
Fund recently completed another survey. 
From it the following conclusions were 
drawn: 

1. The American farm, which has been 
increasing in size since after the Civil 
War. will continue to increase, perhaps 
will average 185 acres in 1950 (as com- 
pared with 174 acres in 1940) and almost 
200 acres in 1960. 

2. It is likely that the nation can have 
as large a farm output as it needs in the 
next decade with fewer farm workers— 
around 8.000.000 or fewer in 1950-60, 
compared with 9,000,000 before the war. 

3. A total of 360.000.000 harvested 
acres in 1950 and 390,000.000 acres in 
1960 will be more than enough to enable 
the United States to feed its entire popu- 
lation with a balanced, adequate diet, 
and at the same time export 15 per cent 
of the annual production. 321,000.00 acres 
were harvested in 1940. 

4. Continuing the long-time trend to- 
ward decrease in the relative bulk of agri- 
cultural occupations (from 63.7 per cent 
of the labor force in 1850 to 17.3. per 
cent in 1940), farm labor probably will 
be around 14 per cent of the total labor 
force in 1950, about 12 per cent in 1960. 

5. Among developments that will in- 
crease agricultural yields: Further use of 
tractors and mechanized equipment, great- 
er crop diversification, wider adoption of 
hybrid corn and high-yielding hay, further 
progress in adoption of disease-resistant 
types of plants, continued progress in 
cultural and soil engineering practices. 

To supply the nation with an adequate, 
balanced diet on a moderate cost basis, 
the Fund said, there would have to be 
some changes in agricultural outputs: 
more truck crops, more hay crops, a big 
increase in dairy products, a moderate in- 
crease in hogs, sheep, lambs, and poultry, 
some reductions in grains for food and 
other minor crops.

A plea of guilty to a charge of income 
tax evasion resulted in a $2,500 fine, a 
year-and-a-day suspended sentence, and 
five years of probation for Henri DeSoto, 
maitre d’Hotel at Santa Anita Park and 
Hollywood Park.

MELBOURNE 


Shannon (by Midstream) and Attley 
(by Portofino) are two of the best horses 
of the day in Australia. and it is on the 
cards that they will clash for the first time 
in the Doomben Ten Thousand at Bris- 
bane on July 5. Last year this race was 
known as the Ahern Memorial Handicap. 
and was won by Bernborough. now at stud 
in Kentucky. 

Bernborough was weighted with 145 
pounds in this race, which he won from 
an almost impossible position. And Shan- 
non and Attley have been rated only 2 
pound worse than him, each having been 
assessed at 143. Earlier in the winter it 
was reported that there was no chance of 
Shannon’s running in the Doomben Ten 
Thousand, but when his connections saw 
the weights they were more than pleased. 

Nobody expected Attley to be rated the 
equal of Shannon at the distance of seven 
furlongs, less 93 yards, and seemingly the 
handicapper issued his weights in the be- 
lief that Shannon was not going north from 


Sydney to Brisbane. Now the trip looks 
like being on. 

Royal Gem (by Dhoti) failed under 
142 pounds to win the rich City Handi- 
cap at Adelaide on June 7, and yet 
in the Doomben Ten Thousand he was 
weighted at 131, giving 5 pounds to St. 
Fairy. which the same day added to his 
amazing record by winning the Parkside 
Stakes, a-weight-for-age race. The van- 


quished included Beau Cheval (by Beau 
Pere). which won the Adelaide Cup of 
two miles last month. 

St. Fairy (by St. Magnus) is truly an 
old wonder and there is no end to the 
good deeds he records on the race course. 
However. neither Royal Gem nor St. 
Fairy is likely to be sent the long trip 
of 1,600 miles from Adelaide to Brisbane, 
although there is some talk of air trans- 
port being available for St. Fairy. 

The Doomben Ten Thousand is equal 
in money value to the Melbourne Cup, 


which up to the advent of this race had 
always been the richest event since racing 
began in Australia. But the Doomben af. 
fair is not as good as it looks. The meet. 
ing extends over two days and although 
£15.000 has been earmarked for the Doom. 
ben Ten Thousand and the Doomben Cup, 
the owner of the moderate horse will race 
for only £3,000 in two days. It is laugh. 
able, in a way, to find such a preponder. 
ously unbalanced programme. 


An Offer for Beau Cheval 


Beau Cheval’s rise to form in Australia 
has not gone unnoticed in the United 
States. as this week his owners. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Roach, of Adelaide, received and 
as quickly rejected an offer of £12.000 for 
the 5-year-old-by Beau Pere from Cuddle. 

They will not sell, apparently, and any- 
way Beau Cheval is a rare bargain to them 
as he cost only 2,500 guineas. 

The City Handicap in Adelaide was won 
by Star of India, which is owned and train- 
ed in Melbourne. During his trip to Ade- 
laide he was unbeaten in three starts. 
Star of India is a son of the all-conquer- 
ing Dhoti and is trained by Tommy Wood:

Police investigating the sudden ending 
(two .30-caliber carbine bullets through 
the head, two through the chest) at Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif.. on June 21 of Benjamin 
(Bugsy) Siegel, 41-year-old man-about- 
money, are considering his possible con- 
nection with a service supplying racing 
information to handbooks. 

An official of Alameda County, Calif., 
said that investigators have learned that 
Siegel had been trying to install the 
Transamerica wire service in several 
northern California localities. Transamer- 
ica was described as a new service owned 
and operated by the Capone syndicate, 
with headquarters in Chicago. The Trans- 
america organization was said to be in 
competition with the Continental service, 
which formerly exercised a monopoly and 
was reported still to be in control of the 
San Francisco area. 

Siegel was said to control bookmaking 
in southern California. Among his other 
interests were the $7,000,000 Flamingo 
Club at Las Vagas, Nev. He was a former 
member of a mob that included Frankie 
Yale. Lucky Luciano, Louis Buchalter. 
Joe Adonis, Jake Shapiro, and Abe Reles.
